PREFACE. 



As indicated by the title-page, and by the statements on the pages imme- 
diately following this Preface, Harmoxia may be nsed for various purposes and 
in various ways ; but it may be well to state at once that the book was planned 
and written because the authors knew of no w^ork, original or compiled, which was 
devoted to the systematic preparation for participation in oratorio and cantata. 
Theoretically, the practice of part-songs in goodly number should give this 
prepamtion. As a matter of fact, however^ there seems to be, in most part- 
song study, rather more of the recreative than of the educative ; and, under 
the best of prevailing conditions, much time and energy are consumed in the 
rendering of passages and selections which accomplish no educational uplift 
whatsoever. In a word, the teacher finds, for four-part work, no graded course 
of atudj' ready at hand; and frequently observes that his beat singers lose 
interest in chonis-practice, because they lack that most valuable of educational 
incentives, — the consciousness of definite progress toward a definite goal. 
Hence, the prime object of ensemble study — the rendering of choral works in 
the larger forms — is too rarely attained; though the time spent, if well used, 
might bring most classes to that point. 

Harmonia presents, in carefully graded series, exercises and songs of dis- 
tinctly educative ti^end. It is hoped that those w^ho study this material may 
find it also musically interesting. The authors have basis for belief that the 
l)ook is not without value, in the fact that Series I and II have found favor 
with the People's Singing ClasseB at Boston, as well as with a few high school 
supervisora wlio gave kindfy welcome to the advance edition. Comparatively 
few aongs wnll here be found, abundant supplementary material being always 
ivailable. Such songs as are included will be found to carry out the educational 
' purpose of the work,

INTRODUCTORY AND DESCRIPTIVE. 



THE USES OF HARMONIA. 



Thb careful gradation of the material of Har- 
MONiA renders the book available for adult beginners^ 
or for high school pupils in localities where music is 
not systeiuaiically taught hi the grades. Again, in 
towns and cities where music instruction is well 
organized, Harmon i a may do valuable service in 
broadening and strengthening the vocal work in the 
upper grammar grades and in the high schools* In 
many acatiemies and "• free schools/' conditions exist 
which yield pupils of many intermediate j^'tides of 
proficiency. A« the Instructor can best judge liow 
to deal with special conditions, we may restrict our* 
selves to a consideration to the best use of the book^ 
on Uie one liand by begiiinera, and on the other 
hand by **8tudenu in course,*' as we may call those 
who have had systematic music work in the grades. 

FOR BEGIXNERS. 

We a^ume, for those who would study Harmoma^ 
the mastery of a few of the rudiments of music, — 
ability to sing the major acale^ to conatnict the staff, 
to name by let-ier the notes as they appear on the 
(f and F clefs. A knowledge of these first principles 
may easily be imparted by a competent teacher hav- 
ing a blackboard at hiBdisposal^ without the use of 
any other material. A kJiowledge of the different 
kiudu of notes and reetn, and an ability to beat two-, 
three-, and four-part measure^ would be very help- 
ful ; but these may be acquired as the study of Bar- 
MOKiA proceeds. 

Hftving dntermined the key and the time of the 
respective exercise, »ound the key-note« and have 
the parte iAng separately until the notes are well 
learned. Then pat them together thus : sound tlie 
k«y-D0le« and have each part siuiud i^j^ lirtit note, 
thus getting the choni; ihen count a mtfnsure or two 
itloicly, and have the exercise sung. 8houi<l any part 
lack Independence^ allow it to predominate by cans* 
ing tlita other |»arts to «ing ftoftly, no thai the weak 
ptat may '* hear itself,'' until Independence (the abil- 
ity to aing a part '* ogainet ** the ionee of the other 
parts) is fully attained. 

This procese ahould be repeated for each new ezer- 
dee, ood do Imiiramental aid whateoever should be 



given. As new difficulties present theraselves, ther*| 
may be demonstration at the blackboard, with unison 
practice. But no step in advance should be taken 
until the difficulties in hand have been fully mas- 
tered. Close adherence to this principle is prerequi- 
site to satisfactory achievement. 

The syllables d*>, re, mi, etc., the numerals one, 
two,, three, fte., or any syllable suitable for vocalizing, 
may be used in singing the exercises. In the more 
advanced study, and in review work, ho or la only 
should be use<l» 

From time to time, and especially at points where 
progress seems slow^ part^ougs from other sources 
may be Introduced. It is well, In mich cases, to 
choose songs which are, in difficulty, below the grade 
of the respective point in HAKMONtA. 

Progress need not bo rapid. Frecjuent reviews arej 
desirable. It should be remembered that Harmonia's 
purpose is to develop power, not merely to give rec- 
reation ; and that its tasks are therefore so arranged 
as continually to present new problems for thought 
and study. 

FOR STUDENTS IN COURSE. 

flAR.'MONiA will here occupy from on efifth to one- 
fourth of the time devote<l to music. The earlier 
exercises will afford sight-reading material, during 
the singing of which special attention must be gnen 
to the basses and tenors. Copious unison singing | 
of those parts will be in order. As time passes, and 
closer coordination of the parts is estabUslied, detail 
unison work may b^ discoutinuedf since each new 
difficulty is fully treated in each part. 

The use of all syllables except la or loo should be 
gradually discontinued. 

It is probably in tlie treatment of the minor mode, 
toward the end of Series I and tli rough out Se- 
ries lit, that the educational value of HARMOVfiA 
will he most apparent. The minor mode ia i 
** undiscovered country'* to the vast majority of] 
Americans ; and the general impression exists that 
many of the couraai for graded schools fail to give 
it adequate treatment. It is probable, therefore, 
that much patience and energy on the part of both 



teacher and pupils, will be called into requisition in 
the study of Series ni ; but those who ** mean busi- 
ness*' in their study of music, may count upon 
finding rich reward for the patience and persever- 
ence here required. Certainly nothing is more defi- 
nitely promotive of musical intelligence and taste 
than well-ordered study of the varied possibilities of 
the minor mode. 

Before the study of Harmonia is concluded, the 
class will be well able to undertake the rendering 



of some easy cantata, — Lahee^s ** Building of the 
Ship," for instance, which is an ideal initial subject 
of Cantata study. Complete chorus parts of this 
and other cantatas are available, at small cost, in the 
Beacon Series. Any class which has faithfully per- 
formed the work prescribed in Harmonia should be 
competent to undertake the study of Haydn^s ** Cre- 
ation,^* or of any other classic oratorio not overtax- 
ing the registers of the individual voices.

THE ARRANGEMENT FOR VOICES. 



The voice arrangement of this book is the same as 
that adopted in 1901 in the Beacon Series, — an 
arrangement wiiich makes four-part singing possi- 
ble, even though tenor voices be few or wholly 
absent. On the upper staff are found the First and 
Second Soprano parts, the latter of which may be 
sung also by Altos of medium register. The second 
staff contains the Tenor part, which, when sung by 
changed voices, soimds an octave lower than written ; 
this same staff contains also an Alto II part, adapted 
to alto voices which soimd with ease the 6 below the 
treble staff. This Alto 11 part generally duplicates 



the Tenor part, supporting it, if present ; making 
complete four-part harmony, if no tenor voices are 
available. Thus, on this second staff, the upper notes 
are for changed voices, the lower for unchanged 
voices. On the third staff the Bass part is found in 
its customary representation. Throughout the book 
the limitations of youthful voices have been carefully 
regarded. 

WTien the book is used by aduUs oidy^ special caur- 
tion should be given to the Tenors to disregard entirely 
the Unoer notes on the second sUsff.
